FIRST  HONOURS 


In  1968,  eighty  percent  of  the 
graduating  class  secured  a pass  standing 
in  the  University  program.  Of  the  boys 
who  achieved  this  standing,  ten  received 
first  class  honours  (eighty  percent)  in 
the  scholarship  exams  and  another 
thirteen  received  second  class  honours 
(seventy  percent).  Brad  Fritz  achieved 
ninety  percent,  this  high  an  average 
being  a first  for  College  since  the 
method  for  calculating  honours  grades 
was  changed.  Recipients  of  first  class 
honours  who  attend  accredited 
universities  in  our  province  are  given 
three-quarters  of  their  tuition  by  the 
government;  those  who  obtain  second 
class  honours  get  one-half  their  tuition 
paid.

Back  home  in  friendly 
surroundings,  the  Irish  crushed  Britannia  35-0,  and  then 
returned  south  only  to  lose  a hard  fought  game  to  East 
Bremerton  19-6.  The  following  Saturday  the  Irish  travelled  to 
O’Dea,  and  handed  them  a 19-8  loss.  The  team  then  returned 
home  and  began  play  in  the  Skyline  League,  first  smashing  St. 
Thomas  More  33-0,  and  then  Centennial  42-0.  The  Irish  played 
poorly  in  their  next  game  but  were  still  more  than  a match  for 
Killarney,  a strong  Vancouver  & District  team,  winning  31-0.
